Literally, it means a bit of comfort at a time of grief. And that actually makes sense. As Casino Royale 
ends, James Bond finds out he’s been deceived by his lover Vesper Lynd and then she drowns as he 
watches helplessly. Gah. 

But when you have to break a movie title down into its literal components, you lose something. 
It’s like having to explain a joke. 

Still, I can’t help wondering, does it really matter what this movie’s titled? Most people are just 
going to call it “the Bond movie” anyway. Honestly, how many of you said, “Let’s go see Indiana Jones 
and the Kingdom of the Crystal Skull”? More likely you said, “Do you want to see Indy?” or “Let’s see 
that Crystal Skull movie.” I have to admit I even called it Raiders once or twice. 

Over the past few years, Hollywood has been plagued by bad movie titles, and moviegoers have 
revolted by calling the films whatever they like.

but Fernando Meirelles and his stellar cast laughed a lot on the 
Canadian set of their bleak disaster drama, Blindness. 

“A lot of fun!” says the Brazilian filmmaker Meirelles. 

“We had a great time,” says American star Julianne Moore. 

“We made fun of everything, even the rape scene,” says Meirelles, 
who adds he is not being disrespectful. “We made it fun for us to shoot. 
Maybe it was because it was a hard content and it was self-defence. 
It became all jokes all the time.” 

Even shooting in the small city of Guelph, Ontario, was a benefit, 
uniting cast and crew because there was nothing else to do but shoot 
and then socialize. Meirelles says that it was only on weekends that 
he could sneak out to Toronto for films and sushi. 
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“Guelph was great!” says Moore. “But the prison for the criminally 
insane is not so nice.” 

That abandoned, 19th-century institution, with its chilling atmos- 
phere, is the central location for Blindness, which screened at last 
month’s Toronto International Film Festival and opens across the 
country on October 3rd. The film is based on a dystopian novel by 
Portuguese leftist José Saramago, and tells the story of a strange 
affliction — contagious blindness — that throws society into chaos. 
Those who succumb to the disease are quarantined. As the situation 
deteriorates, the inmates reorder their lives in cruel ways, like an 
adult version of Lord of the Flies. 

The film is an international co-production between Canada, Brazil 
and Japan and stars an international cast of Americans, Canadians, 


Japanese, Brazilians and Mexicans. Besides Moore, key players in- 
clude Mark Ruffalo, Danny Glover, Gael Garcia Bernal, Alice Braga and 
Canadian Don McKellar, who wrote the script from Saramago’s novel. 

Meirelles cast his screenwriter as a thief. 

“Partially,” says McKellar, “I think he wanted me to be around any- 
way, 50 it was just an opportunity to get me on set. And then he kills 
me off so there is nothing else to do. What I like about the part is that 
he’s such an a--hole and you think: Is this guy going to be the villain? 
And then you realize, no, he’s a lightweight, he’s a pathetic little loser! 
Of course, you like playing those parts.” 

Part of the fun. 

Meirelles — who along with Moore and McKellar is doing inter- 
views at the Cannes Film Festival, where Blindness had its world 
premiere — says that because the film is meant to be a global story, 
and not rooted in one city, country or culture, the cast had to be multi- 
ethnic. It was a juggling act. “In the end, I’m very happy with the cast 
and everyone is very effective in their parts.” 

He gives special mention to Moore, who plays the only sighted 
person in quarantine, hiding her ability so she can stay with her 
doctor husband, played by Ruffalo. 


“Julianne!” Meirelles says, citing her name in amazement. “It is 
such a great performance. She really carried the film, which is as it 
should be because it is told from her point of view.” 

Moore can joke on set and appear totally casual, Meirelles says. 
Then, suddenly, she has to commit a murder or burst into tears on 
camera, doing so instantly, performing at the edge of the abyss. “That 
is just talent!” he says. “She is fantastic and lovely to work with!” 

Moore took the role sight unseen. “Frankly, it was Fernando. Iam so 
intrigued by his work,” she says. Among Meirelles’ credits are the 
Brazilian gang shocker City of God and The Constant Gardener. 

“I didn’t even know what he was doing,” Moore says about agreeing 
to star in Blindness before she knew the storyline. “I actually didn’t 
know the book. I hadn’t read it. But my son’s guitar teacher said: ‘I 
just read that book and I thought you’d be perfect for it.’” 

Moore finally felt the weight of responsibility. “It is really daunting, 
particularly when you do read the book and realize he has told the 
story through this woman.” 

Yet much of the novel is internalized. “How do I dramatize that?” 
Moore asked herself. She says Meirelles helped tremendously. “What 
is amazing about him, and is the reason that I wanted to work with 
him, is that he tells his stories in these great big sweeping cinematic 
gestures. But then he paints it with this teeny tiny brush. He’ll stay on 
a face. He’ll register an eye flick. Every tiny gesture is meaningful to 
him. He is interested in subtlety in a way that not a lot of people are. 

“So I knew that, with Fernando, that’s what the deal was. Then, if 
I was going to bear the responsibility of the story, I just tried to be in 
it minute-by-minute, step-by-step. Don’t get ahead.” 

In the end, she says, Blindness is a fable which serves as a universal 
warning to mankind. 

“I always say that movies don’t predict the future, they merely reflect 
the culture. The last five or 10 years, there had been so much that has 
happened politically and culturally in terms of natural disasters and 
manmade disasters. It’s kind of overwhelming for us and there is a 
huge sense of anxiety, globally. This film definitely reflects on that.” ἢ

The former Québécoise child star (she began her career as an eight- 
year-old dubbing Babar cartoons), has evolved into a truly interna- 
tional performer. Now 30, she’s an actor who’s just as comfortable 
plying her trade on American TV shows (the short-lived Fox series 
Wonderfalls), English- and French-Canadian films (Niagara Motel, 
La Belle béte), Hollywood movies (Breach, Hollywoodland) or faraway 
European films (The Tulse Luper Suitcases).

@: Tell me a little about Sarah, your character in Passchendaele. 

“I think she’s very broken, and so is Paul’s character, Michael, 
and I think they find something very soothing in each other, espe- 
cially during a time of war. No one was prepared for this war, the 
soldiers, the nurses. It was avery difficult time, and for two people 
who were broken like that to find each other...that’s where the 
beauty of this relationship comes from.”

acting with someone who is also directing you change your 
process as a performer? 
A: “I had never worked with an actor who was acting with me and 
directing me, so 1 was curious how you do that, how does [Paul] still 
feel he’s in the scene when he has to look at what I’m doing and 
what’s going on around him? But he does it beautifully. Paul has so 
much energy, he’s a talented actor and he’s been doing it for so long 
that he knows what he’s doing.” 


©&- You shift between making movies in Quebec, English Canada, 
Hollywood and Europe, almost as if you purposely rotate 
through those different filmmaking worlds. 

A: “Well no, it all depends on the story and the people I want to work 
with. It has been a choice to work in different countries, but I never 
say, ‘This next project is going to happen in this country so I’ll take 
it.’

ne of Bill Mahet’s first jokes 


as a Stand-up comic was about how his 

mixed Jewish, Catholic heritage led him 

to bring a lawyer to confession. “Forgive 

me father for I have sinned — and 1 think 
you know Mr. Cohen.” 

As Maher moved from doing stand-up to hosting 
talk shows like Politically Incorrect and Real Time his views on religion 
became more pointed, with the jabs usually directed at those who 
claim to have concrete knowledge that there is a God. His mantra on 
the subject: “You know how! know you don’t know? Because I don’t 
know. And you do not possess mental powers that I do not.” 

So last year, he and director Larry Charles (Borat) went on a trip 
around the world to interview people of faith about why they’re so 
sure they’re right. There’s the formerly gay pastor; the senator who 
doesn’t believe in evolution; the ultra-orthodox rabbi who says the 
Jews brought the Holocaust upon themselves because they weren't 
righteous enough; the Puerto Rican minister who claims to be the 
second coming of Christ; the Muslim rapper who defends the fatwa 
against Salman Rushdie, and on and on. Maher says they’re all crazy 
because believing, without a doubt, in something that cannot be 
proved is the definition of insanity. He titled the resulting film 
Religulous — is a combination of “religious” and “ridiculous.” 

Maher was at his home in L.A. reading the feedback from a test 
screening of Religulous when we spoke on the phone.

@: Any negative reaction? 
“No, some people quibble. I read one comment that said the end was 
preachy, but so far they’ve all been positive or positive slash mixed.” 


2: No one said, “How dare he! We’re going to picket!”? 

“I’m bracing for that but I think that’s yet to come, I think the peo- 
ple who are going to see it are not religious zealots. But in the Q&A 
afterwards, the question was asked how many are religious and half 
the hands went up, which is amazing considering that it did so well.” 


δ: What are you — atheist, agnostic, apatheist? 
“Apatheist, yeah, I love that one. First of all it dispenses with the 
usual terms agnostic or atheist, which I find not only very restricting, 
but very negative of connotation. I like the term either rationalist, 


which puts it in a positive light, I only truly believe what I can prove 
rationally, or this apatheist which means the combination of atheist 
and apathy —I don’t know what happens when you die and I don’t 
particularly care because I can never know as long as I’m on Earth 
and it shouldn’t effect my ethical behaviour.” 


Su: You seem fairly well versed in the Bible. Have you studied it? 
“I did. Itook a course in college and have thumbed through it on 
different occasions. There’s a version that came out about 15 years 
ago, I saw it in the store one day, it’s called The Book. I didn’t think it 
was the Bible. It had a picture on the cover that looked like a movie 
poster. It had lots of action and chariots and I was saying, ‘What book 
is this’? And of course it was the Bible almost written like a novel...so 
I’ve read that one a couple of times because it makes me laugh.”

You say 16 percent of Americans say they have no religion — 
a larger minority than Blacks or Jews. Is this movie a call for 
them to stand up and be counted? 

“That is a major goal of mine, to arouse those people, to understand 
that they are not the crazy ones, the people who believe in frogs 
raining down on you are the crazy ones.... I would love it if those 
people would understand that 16 percent is an enormous minority 
and one that should not be nearly as silent or cowed as they are.” 


s: When do you think the U.S. will have its first atheist President? 

“Oh, you know, certainly not in my lifetime. We have one repre- 
sentative who says he might be an atheist, Pete Stark.... When you 
think about the representation of 16 percent of the people, one out of 
535 members of Congress, that’s hardly an apt representation.” 


δ: When Hillary Clinton was running she said it doesn’t matter 
what you believe in as long as you have faith. She didn’t seem to 
realize she was offending 16 percent of the population. 

“Yes, well we hear it all the time from politicians and religious 
people, and it’s so funny when they say that and the logic behind 
that, ‘It doesn’t matter what wacky, crazy, ridiculous bit ofnonsense 
you ascribe to as long as you believe in something insane.” 


2: Most of the people you talked to were, in all honesty, easy marks. 
Were you tempted to take on someone smart and articulate? 

“I’m telling you, anyone who defends religion is going to sound 
like a crazy person. The demarcation you’re making between the 
smart religious people and the easy-mark religious people, I’m sorry 
but I can’t sign up on that theory. If you believe in this stuff you’re 
crazy. And it just takes me, with any of them, two minutes to break it 
down. Ifyou believe in raining frogs, and that the Earth is 5,000 years 
old, and that somebody walked on water, and that somebody lived in 
a whale, and Noah, and the wife turns into salt, you’re a crazy person.” 


δὺς You’re on the board of PETA. Is there a relationship between 
your love of animals and your disbelief? 

“Yes, in the sense that religion allows people to act in an unethical 
way because they believe that it’s really all about faith and salvation 
and as long as I buddy up with Jesus Christ and believe the nonsense 
that the priest tells me I am covered. When you don’t have that cover 
you have to earn your ethical stripes day by day, with, I think, all of 
God’s creatures.” Πα

Marni Weisz is the editor of Famous. 
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Pinewood Studios is abuzz. not only is the colossal 007 
soundstage — the largest in the world — engulfed in flames and 
pyrotechnic explosions for the climactic sequence of the 22nd 
James Bond film, Quantum of Solace, but it’s the last day of shooting 
for what has been one of the most ambitious and tumultuous Bond 
films in the franchise’s 46-year screen history. 

Two years ago, Casino Royale gambled heavily by rebooting the 007 
series — jettisoning both the trademark fantasy formula for grittier 
storytelling, and the suave and sophisticated Pierce Brosnan for the 
more rough and ragged Daniel Craig. The payoff was an unexpected 
windfall, garnering not only critical raves but a box-office jackpot of 
$600-million (U.S.) worldwide. 
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For Quantum of Solace — which will be released next month, on 
November 14th — the bar must be raised. Having already proven 
himself worthy of Bond’s iconic tuxedo and “00” license to kill, 
Daniel Craig says that Casino Royale’s success is double-edged. 
“Now people may look back and say, ‘Oh, Quantum of Solace isn’t as 
good as Casino Royale,’” muses the 40-year-old Craig. “So now if 
this one goes wrong, it’s all my fault,” he adds with a huge laugh. 

Becoming more serious, the actor stresses the need to push 
the series forward. “We just can’t repeat what we did last time. 
Otherwise, we really will fail,” says Craig. “I feel we owe it to the 
people who loved Casino Royale to give them something different, 
and something even better.” continued

The heat is on. Quite literally. The special effects team reignites 
the flames for another take as Craig and Ukrainian-born actress 
Olga Kurylenko — playing the feisty femme fatale Camille — fight 
their way out of a collapsing building, dodging massive explosions 
and falling debris. The temperature inside the soundstage soars. But 
the only person not breaking a sweat is director Marc Forster. With 
three cameras rolling simultaneously, Forster is watching the pivotal 
sequence on multiple video monitors, studying the pair’s escape 
route through the crumbling smoke-filled set. 

“Cut!,” he yells over the controlled mayhem. Breathless, Craig and 
Kurylenko return to Forster’s side to watch their manoeuvers on the 
playback monitors. If Forster strikes you as an odd choice to be helm- 
ing a $200-million Bond thriller, you’re not alone. The soft-spoken, 
German-born, Switzerland-raised filmmaker was just as perplexed 
when Bond producers Barbara Broccoli and Michael G. Wilson first 
approached him with the unusual offer. 

Acclaimed for his low-budget, intimate character dramas like 
Monster’s Ball, Finding Neverland and The Kite Runner, Forster admits 
that when he received the phone call he thought it was a practical 
joke. “My first words were, ‘I think you’ve got the wrong director,’” 
says the 39-year-old, laughing. Then, “Why me?” 

“But Barbara said that, because they started taking Casino Royale 
in a different direction with Daniel, they wanted to take it even further 
with a real storyteller. And they offered me total creative freedom... 
so I felt I could explore the fascinating psychology of the beginnings of 
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James Bond. Daniel is such an interesting actor, and I had never done 
an action movie, let alone a movie with a budget over $20-million, so 
I figured I could learn a lot from this. 

“I mean, if you’re going to make a commercial film, then why not 
do the crown jewel of them all,” adds Forster with another laugh. 
“And that’s James Bond.” 

Picking up exactly 20 minutes from where Casino Royale left off, 
Quantum of Solace is the first of the 22 James Bond films considered 
to be a sequel. The title comes from an Jan Fleming short story that 
was part of his 1960 Bond anthology titled For Your Eyes Only. 

The similarity between the film and novel are in name only, and 
the movie’s plot is being closely guarded. But the key to the story is 
Bond’s grief over the death of Vesper Lynd, his love interest played by 
Eva Green in Casino Royale, and her betrayal of him, which was revealed 
in the final scenes. Bond, broken, bent on revenge and determined to 
uncover the truth behind Vesper’s duplicity, discovers the mysterious 
organization responsible — QUANTUM (shades of SPECTRE) — is part 
of a larger conspiracy with tentacles stretching across the globe. 

“There’s a real internal struggle within him,” explains Craig, “be- 
cause Bond soon finds that everything he understood about the 
world has been turned upside down. What was set in motion in the 
last film escalates much further.” 

Craig praises Forster’s ability to probe the darker recesses of 
Bond’s psyche, but also insists that Quantum of Solace “is not going 
to be some deeply disturbing psychological drama...

“After all, we are making a James Bond movie,” the actor says. “But 
hopefully we’ve created something that is more a look back at the 
earlier Bond films, with a real sense of style and romance.” 

Indeed. A few weeks after filming wraps, Marc Forster screens a 
rough assemblage of various scenes at a nondescript Soho screening 
room one rainy evening. I had to sign a confidentiality agreement 
not to reveal any spoilers, but can say that Quantum of Solace invokes 
a glorious retro Bond style as the film traverses exotic locales, in- 
cluding Panama, Peru, Chile, Italy, Austria and, of course, MI6 home 
base in London. The action is intense, and the drama textured and 
nuanced. And there are a couple of winks to past Bond hallmarks sure 
to thrill the real fans. 

“I’m really glad I did the movie I wanted to do,” says Forster once 
the lights have come up. “So if it fails, it’s my responsibility. But I 
never approached this film as trying to top Casino Royale. I’ve never 
approached a film like I’m making it for millions of people. I had to 
approach it as a film would love. If I set out to make a film for 
masses of people to love and be bigger than Casino Royale, it would 
be a failure.” 

Pointing to the screen, Forster adds proudly, “I’m really excited 
about this...it feels right and truthful to me. And that’s the only way 
to make a film.”

We’re just so curious about the 
mixed-up song Winehouse was 
attempting to contribute. 

We may not remain curious 
forlong. Winehouse recently 
told Newmagazine she wants 
to “prove that [the producers] 
have made a big mistake” and 
may release her Bond theme 
on the same day as the White- 
Keys theme, adding her single 
“would be the bigger hit.”

rowing up is hard to do. But 
it’s also exciting, especially if 
youre in the cast of High School 
Musical 3: Senior Year. 
And even more so if you 
happen to be cast member 
Zac Efron, the breakout star of 
the Disney Channel’s two blockbuster High 
School Musical TV movies. 
Efron, now 20, wanted his third and final 
visit to East High’s halls to be special. It was. 
“After we finished number two, we want- 
ed to do something very different,” enthuses 
the mop-topped heartthrob during an inter- 
view at Los Angeles’ Four Seasons Hotel. “So 
we made a real movie this time!” 
And Efron made real movie money — 
reportedly $3-million — to play dancing 
basketball wiz Troy Bolton in the big screen- 
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bound third film. That should ease the 
singing actor’s transition into an adult 
career, something that’s usually not so 
easy to do for even the brightest, most 
popular Hollywood kids. 

Vanessa Hudgens, Zac’s leading lady 
on- and off-screen, has already gone 
through a heap of trouble after nude 
photos she made for Efron’s eyes only 
leaked all over the internet. Conversely, 
Efron himself had to audition several 
times to get a supporting role in last 
year’s Hairspray because his Disneyfied 
image seemed too squeaky clean, at 
first, to the edgier musical’s producers. 

This third HSM movie also sees Efron 
and Hudgens, or at least their characters 
Troy and Gabriella, heading in different 
directions.

“Who knows?,” shrugs Efron, who grew 
up doing musical theatre in the central 
California town of Arroyo Grande. “I love 
musicals, I’m a huge fan — it probably all 
started with Grease when I was really 
young — 50 [Ἴ] keep doing ’em. 

“When you watch a character sing, 
and they’re passionate about it, I think 
it really does mean a lot. It keeps you in- 
terested in the messages and what’s 
happening, but you’re tapping your foot 
the whole time.
